The following hand came up in 
the final session of the National 
Mastery’ Contract Pair Champlon- 
ship and the declarer was not slow 
in taking advantage of favourable 
distribution.

The Bidding. 


The bidding was South one 
spade, West pass, North two 
spades, Enat three clubs and South 
went to four spades. At some 
tables West made a good ancrifice 
bid of five clubs, 


The Play. 


At the table where four spades 
bought the contract, the jack of 
chibs was opened by Weat and 
East played the encouraging nine 
spot. It is quite true that if West 
had now shifted to the king of 
diamonds, the déclarer's contract 
would have been defeated one 
trick, but: West in this case could 
seo no advantage in’ leading 1a 
dinmond aa he may make tivo 
Giamond tricks and is sure of 2 
heart trick, 

It looked as though the better 
play waa to continue with the ten 
of clubs which the declarer trump- 
ed with the ten of spades, Notice 
that he did not trump with the 
six spot. The three of hearts was 
then led and won in the dummy 
with the king, The nine of spades 
was Jed from dummy and when 
Fast played the three, declarer 
played the six. A small spide was 
then led and even though East 
might have held three spades to 
the king, the declarer, by trumping 
with the ten spot, provided for 
this distribution, But the king. 
fell on the second trumps lead and 
the declarer won with the ace. 

The declarer then led his ace of 
hearts and a small heart, hoping 
to find the hearts divided three- 
three which they were. West re- 
turned the eight of clubs which 
the declarer trumped with the jack 
of spades and then led the nine of 
hearts, discarding the seven of 
diamonds from dummy.’ The ace of 
wamonds way -then led and the 
rine spot discarded from dummy. 

Declarer then ied the four of 
diamonds which’ West won with 
the queen, but the declarer took 
the Inst two tricks and made his 
contract of four odd.

MEASURES

It is‘ apparent from the state- 
ment mnde in the Legislative Coun- 
ceil on Thursday that the Govern- 
ment is keeping its eyes well open 
to the danger of Canton’s  chelers 
epidemic spreading to this Colony. 
At the moment, it docs not intend 
to impose full quarantine restric- 
tions, but. the measures outlined 
should, as stated, help to assure the 
Colony a reasonable degree of pro- 

l tection. If they fail, then more 
drastic action will be taken, The 
fact that four fresh cises were notl- 


fied on Thursday shows that the: 


disease has got a footing here, but 
there is nothing {n the situation at 
present which should excite any, 
alarm, None the less, there is a 
very real need for the public to 
take note of the warnings issued by 
the authorities and to co-operate, 
in every way possible, in secing 
that avenues of possible infection 
are closed up. This can be done by 
strict regard to personal cleanll- 
ness, by seeing, mmongst other 
things, that Javatorics are kept 
disinfected, and by 
from the consumption of uncooked 
fruit and vegetables. 

With the heip of the river steam- 
ship companies, it is hoped to te 
duce to a minimum the danger of 
“infection from passengers or cargo 
brought down from Canton. The 
embarkation of sick peoplé~ will be 
guarded against, and in the event 
of any suspected cholera cases belng 
dotected aboard, the-steamers will 
go straight to quarantine -anchor- 
age.

arriving here. These precautions 
should have an undoubted value, 
and they will no doubt be supple- 
monted ns a result of Dr. Welling- 
ton’s visit to Canton, whero he will 
get Into touch with the Chinese au- 
thoritics and seo what else can be 
done.

precautions will bo taken under 
this heading before o very real 
erlais arises. : : 
Belfeving. as we do in the valuo’ 
of health propaganda, we think a 
very great deal can be done along 
these lines, In Canton, we observe, 
thousands of leaflets are being dis- 
tributed in the schools describing 
simple but effective precautionary 
measures, whilst lectures are to be 
given in public places explatning 
the disease and showing how it may 


be guarded againat, Here are two) 


‘respecta in which Hongkong can do 
useful educative work. All these 
menaures, coupled with extra vigil- 
‘ance on the part of the sanitnry 
anthoritles, should prove helpful in 
protecting the Colony from this 
dread acourgé., Above all clase, we 
must educate the masses In ways 
of hygiene and general cleanliness. 
This can only ba done by unremit- 
ting propaganda. 


The Quality of Mercy. 


British methods of justice are 
proving their merit under condi- 
tions of excepional strain. One of 
tho concomitants of post-war trade 
depression in the United Kingdom 
has been o considerable increase 


{in crimes of violence, especially of 


burglary © and “gmash-and-grab” 
raids in which motér-cars have 
been used for esenpe. In London 
there were 8,000 such offences last 
year, or more than twico the an- 
nual pre-war average. Throughout 
[the country as a whole the same 
‘thing has occurred. The numbers 
of what are known aa indictable 
i offences rose from 2,700 per million 
‘in 1913 to 8,700 per million, Those 
chiefly responsible have been young 
"men unable to find work who have 
taken to crimes of adventure to 
eke out unemployment pay. It is 
!noticenble, also, ns showing how 
war hurts home life, that the 
majority of theae culprits were 
; betiveen the agea of 26 and 30, They 
belong, in fact, to the freneration 
which was growing up when heads 
of families were away fighing and 
when domestic discipline was con- 
sequently Inx. Tho statement ra- 
cently made in the House 
of Commons by Sir Herbert Samuel 
shows that, serious as has been 
the retrogression in some respects, 
upon the whole the remarkable 
advance toward crime reduction 
‘which has long characterised Bri- 
tain’ hus by no means altogether 
ceased. Offences last year among 
‘juveniles, that is, those born after 
‘peace conditions had been restored, 
though somewhat more prevalent 


jthan in the preceding tavelve 


eae were matorially less than 


pre-war. The samo applics to 
misdeeds among persons over the 
age of 30. These facta nro espe- 
cially encouraging, os there is rea- 
son to associate them with general 
{improvement in the standard of 
living brought about by better 
wages and enlightened social ser- 
vice, unemployment insurance and 
old age pensions. Arrangements 
adopted: since the war for reclam- 
ing juvenile criminals by placing 
them. under effectual supervision 
instead of morely punishing them 
have also proved potent for good.

A leading oxccutive of one of 
the most progressive automobile 
manufacturing companics~ in 
U.S.A,, according to a recent inter- 
view, aces the necd for basic 
changes of car design. This vx- 
pert’s opinion is worth quoting. 
He says: “What tho engincers 
responsible. -for the design of 
motor-cara need ts to get back to 
the basic improvement of automo- 
bile fundamentale and quit trying. 
one ‘another in 
putting on gadgets of a wholly 
minor nature. , 


Ho contends that improvements 
to motor-cara during the past five 
years have for the most part been 
of «© minor nature, and alirected 
to the Improvement of the driving 
and riding qualitics of the car. 
The same authority states that 
the thing that made the automi- 
bile possible three decades ago 
was tho Dunlop pneumatic tyre, 
and that without rubber people 
would still) be riding in buggies 
and farm waggons. 


Now. to-day rubber {s again 
playing a major part in the fur- 
ther perfecting of the automobile. 
A rndical instance of this is the 
compicte mounting of the power 
unit on rubber by many car manu- 
facturers, thereby eliminating, to 
n ‘large degree engine vibration, 
thus ensuring increased comfort 
to passengers. 


The wast extent to which rub- 
ber’ is now being used in the as- 
sembly of a.car may be judged 
from the fact that on more than 
half the cars now built in U.S.A, 
a royalty is belng paid to one, cor- 
poration, which has gone far in 
this development.

NEW REGULATIONS.

January 1 Inst year was a time 
of anxicty to all motorists, for then 
the abolition of the speed Mmit and 
other clauses of the Road Traffic 
Act became effective.. 


January 1 this year was not s0 
bad, but there are certain points 
Bia which motorists must com- 
ply. 


' 

Following are regulations which 
eame into force which apply to all 
vehicles except motor-cycles: 


Observation Mirrors 


Every motor’ vehicle (mofor- 
cycles excepted) must be fitted 
with a reflecting mirror so thnt the 
driver may be acquainted with the 
proximity of vehicles about to over- 
tuke. Vehicles drawing trailers 
are exempted if the attendant on 
the trailer has an uninterrupted 
view to the rear and fs able to 
communicate to the driver. 


Windscreens, 


All glass fitted to windscrens or 
windows facing to the front on the 
outside of nny vehicle, excep’ glass 
fitted to the upper deck of a double- 
deeked vehicle, must be safety 
slags, Vehicles registered before 
1932 are exempt until 1937, but 
menntime the glass fitted, safety 
or otherwise, must be maintained 
ine a condition, which docs not ob- 
secure the driver's vision.

FAR TOO HEAVY. 


The motor cycles are too heavy, 
and by thoir very wolght restrain 
many potential motor cyclists from 
purchasing. them, has teen the 
plaint for tho last 25 years. Even 
in those long-ago days of 1601b. 
five-hundreds the cry was for 
Nghter machines, yot to-day we find 
that weights have more than dou- 
bled—that quite often .a motor 


‘eyclo of 500 c.c weighs 860Ib. or} 


more (says The Motor Cyclo). 


Smalt wonder that, with the al- 
most annual increase in weight, 
modern machines occasionally can- 
not bear comparison in thelr lve. 
lineas with tho products of a decade 
ago. Few of us, ‘though, would 
willingly do without the many re- 
finements that have cnused the 
incrense, such as tanks of a sensible 
aize, cylinders that neither overheat 
nor distort, dynamos (which, Inci- 
deritally, absorb power), batteries, 
electric horns,- instrument panels, 
larger tyres and rims, proper silen- 
cers (more power absorbed!) | en- 
closed chains, supplo saddles, and 
powerful brakes. 


The majority of, if not all, these 
items are more than worth the 
weight they add, but have designers 
atudied the weight question with 
aufficient care? A fow, of course, 
have paid really closo attention to it, 
not 80 mutch through a love of light 
machines as because of the 224 1b, 
limit for the 30/ tax. With the 
majority the final weight of their 
‘products has been a matter of small 
moment; they have constantly 


‘Vauought | to extract a little more 


power from their engines and add 
to the acceleration, yet havo neg- 
lected too long the all-important 
question of weight. 


Happily, there are signa of a 
fresh interest in lighter machines, 


thanks to the T.T. and the premium 


it places upon acceleration, to re- 
cent developments in light alloys, 
and, perhaps, not least, to tho con- 
tinuance of welght as the basis of 
taxation, We shall hear more of 
this' in two months’ time, when de- 
tails of the new T.T. designs be- 
come public, and till more, we 
hope, na timo gocs on. Meanwhile, 
the views on lighter motor cycles 
in this issue -will repay  carefu 
study. Particularly should the re- 
marks upon unsprung weight be 
noted, for in the reduction of this 
fies the secret of producing a light 
machine that holds the road.

Now, at 80 miles an hour tho 
average good car’ with proporly 
adjusted brakes can be brought to 
a standstill in about 40ft. At 40 
miles an hour the average is about 
80ft.,, and at 60 miles an hour 
about 20ft. Suppose wo add a 
third to these distances to be .on 
the safe side, then we see that the 
average stopping distances at 
these specds are: At 30 miles an 
hour something under 20 yards; at 
40 miles an hour less than 40 
yards; nnd ‘at 60 about 90 yards. 

All these speeds therefore are 
prima facte safe driving speeds 
for a weoll-found ear, given that 
the Hyhts aro good and the road 
straight and clear of traMe. Dut 
ronds sre not always straight, sor 
are they always clear of trafile. 
Therefore the careful driver will 
not proceed at a speed which in 
my previous articles I called “driv-

brokers, intimated during a dis- 
cussion with his Worship that it 
would be a waite of time if he were 
to ask the-Coflrt to proceed with 
four of seven charge which were 
brought against the defendant. 


The accused, Chu Kwan, was 
charged on four different counts of 
having defrauded pawn brokers by 
presenting articles of 
under the pretext that they were 
gold whereas, in fact, they were 
not, In three instances the woman 
was alleged to have given a false 
nddress to the pawn broler, these 
forming tho subject of separate 
charges. 


The defendant denied that she 
knew the articles of jewellery 
were false, but admitted that she 
had given false addresses which 
wns on the instructions of a mar 
and his wife who had accompanied. 
her to the pawn shops. 


Outlining the cnse on the charges 
of fraud, Mr. Lo said that on May 
21 the defendant went to the 
Kung Cheung pawnshop of 133, 
Des Voeux Roud and produced 4 
bangle which she said was of gold. 
Sho naked for $20 which was given 
to her after an examination by the 
pawn broker. Then on dune 11 
ahe returned to the same pawiishop 
and redeemed the bangle.

The pawn brokers from these 
two shops were sent for and they 
identified the woman, They then 
tested the articles which had been 
pawned and. tound that they were 
only gold gilt. 


Mr. Lo then went inte the law 
and remurked that he could find 
only one ense in which o man had 
gone to 1 pawnshop and offered a 
ring.in pawn for 35 shillings. 
The pawnbroker gave the moncy 
and found that the ring was not 
pure gold. It was held that there 
waa no frise pretence within tho 
meaning of the Statute as the man 
had merely “puffed” up the goods:

IRELAND UNDER THE 
TEROR 


DE VALERA “ON THE 
RUN” 


When journalists talk “shop” it 
is usually worth while to Hsten 
to.tho conversation, On tho rara 
occasions when they write “shop” 
there are few books offering more 
Heneral interest. 


Mr. PF, W. Memory has written 
n book describing some of his 
adventures In different parts of 
the globe, and his work for his 
newspaper from India to Iceland 
und trom Newfoundland to Pales- 
tine, Ho Ja ‘the principal “crime 
man” of the Daily Mail, ag well 
aa one of its most widely travelled 
special correspondents. 


In “Memory's (Cassell, 7s, 6d. 
net) he analyses many of the 
more baffling crimes of recent 
years and then wanders inconse- 
quently from deseriptions of pre- 
parationa for the first flight across 
the Atlantic by British flyers in 
1919 to Christmns 
Church of the Nativity, Jerusalem, 
and from affairs in Iceland to 
stories of “the Chief,” as Lord 
Northcliffe was known to his staff, 


But what is probably the most 
interesting section of these in- 
teresting reminiscences is that 
which deals with “the Trouble” 
in Ireland. The author was pre- 
sent. both: during the unrest of 
1919-20 and of 1922-23. He tells 
of his own narrow | escapes and 
the kidnapping and threatening of 
his cojleagues, his reactions to 
Sinn Fein odtrases, and his 
friendship and admiration — for 
sume of the “big men” among the 
Republicans. 


Ilia account of the “scoop” when 
he succeeded in interviewing Mr. 
De Valera while that lender was

which newspapermen had to run 
in Ireland and, at the same time,

One girl with whom Mr. Memory 
got into touch and to whom he 
refers as “Miss B,” was respon- 
sible for the interview. ; 


After many days, during which 
Mr. Memory was followed by re- 
presentatives of the Government, 
having notified them of his inten- 
tion to seck an interview with 
Mr. De Valera, he was given an 
appointment in the doorway of a 
Dublin club.
